THE ALABAMA CLAIMS. 


English Press Criticisms of Sumner’s 
ch. 


LONDON, May 22, 1569.---The Ziimes 
this morning has another editorial on 
the Alabama question, suggested by 
the recent speech of Mr. Forster.

A ceremony, which has createdno

‘* But we prefer to fortify our posi- 
tion, strong as it is, by the language 
of a paper which is well known for 
its prudence, and whose able editor 
has given his honest adhesion to the 
new movement from the days of the 
Committee of Nine down to the pres: 
ent haur. 

“Tn this particular sec- 
tion, the Lynchburg Virginian holds 
the following sober and impressive 
language: 

* We regret to learn that the feature 
of this constitution under the head of 
‘county organization,’ or article sev- 
en, has not been put upon the same 
footing with the test oath and disfran- 
chising clauses by the President or his 
Cabinet counsellors. We have the 
testimony of the President himself that 
itis one of the most objectionable fea- 
tures of the constitution, and would be 
ruinous to the State. It provides for 
a multiplicity of officers, and involves 
an expense which the people of Vir- 
ginia cannot incur at this time, with 
a debt of forty-three millions of dollars 
entailed upon them. It will drive 
them to repudiation if it be adopted. 
Besides, the township provision con- 
tained in it is wholly unsuited to a 
sparsely settled country like ours. It 
may doa quarter of a century hence, 
when the State is more densely popu- 
lated, but not now, 

“Ibis intimated that this clause 
may yet be classed with the other, to 
be subjected to a separate vote; but, 
as we are told, the pressure is very 
great to have it stand as the text of 
the constitution,.to which the prunin 
knife of excision may not be applied. 
If such be the decision of the Presi- 
dent, then we shall feel bound to op- 
ag the constitution, and to procure 

ts rejection if possible. We do not 
wish to be reduced to this extremity, 
having made up our mind to swallow 
other objectionable features of the in- 
strument for the sake of compromise 
peopie a: Constitation t 
bankrere the State, and produce 
a war between capital and labor, if not 
between the races inhabiting here.’’

The negroes were remanded to jail 
to await their trial at the September 
term; and on last night about 11 
o'clock two armed men under mask 
rode upto the jail, called fthe jailer 
out, presented their pistols at him and 
demanded the keys under severe 
treaty, and to save his own life they 
were surrendered, The negroes were 
taken out and hung tothe limb of a 
tree, rather under the bluff near the 
jail, keeping the jailer and family un- 
der guard, 

After the transaction was over the 
jailer waked up many of the citizens 
of the town, but as he said the men 
took the negroes up behind them on 
their horses, no one suspected that 
they had been harmed so near by, 
therefore they were not found till next 
morning. The lateness of the night, 
and the rapid flight of the perpetra- 
tors, made it next to impossible to 
pursue them, or to make any consid- 
erable effort to try to ascertain the 
facts till morning. The Coroner held 
an inquest to-day and some facts of 
importance were developed, 

The testimony taken in the case 
show that horsemen were seen in the 
outskirts of town, riding into town on 
the road from Tullahoma about 11 
o’clock.; and that, after the occurrence 
was over, horsemen were seen riding 
on the road from this place toward 
Murfreesboro, three miles from town, 
late in the night, and that horsemen 
were seen again between twelve and 
two o’clock, six miles. from town on 
the Panhandle road, gojng in the di- 
rection of Fairfield, i Bedford courity, 
having left the Murfreesboro road to 
where that road turns to the left. ‘To- 
day parties were sent out to reconnoi- 
ter the-xonll. and found that the party 
committing the crime went out the 
Murfreesboro road to the Panhandle 
road, and then turned on that road to- 
ward Fairfield. The trail was fol- 
lowed about eight miles, when per- 
sons going to church rendered it im- 
possible to pursue further. Up to this 
time all has been done that well could 
be to develop the facts. With the citl- 
zens here the whole affair is shrowded 
in mystery, and noone can imagine 
what induced the rash act. The wo- 
man they outraged is not of very fair 
reputation, and has no friends who 
are known here who would engage in 
such an enterprise for her,
